No Bottlenecks Expected 


In I-75 Resurfacing 


The resurfacing of the I-75 business loop through Grayling will 
not be as disruptive as most people think. 

This was the message conveyed to a gathering of about 40 local 
businessmen Tuesday morning in Grayling by Bill Hoffweber, 
Project Engineer for the State Dept. of Transportation, who said 
the work will get underway April 20. 

Hoffweber said no plans for detouring have been made and two 
lanes will always be open for through traffic. The resurfacing work 
will extend along the loop from the M-72 east intersection to the M- 
72 west intersection. Work will only be taking place weekdays and 
traffic flow on weekends through the length of the project should be 
normal. 

The 3-stage resurfacing project should be completed by the 
July 4th weekend, according to the construction superintendent for 
the contracting firm, who was also present at Tuesday's meeting. 

The state expects that most of the difficulties will center in the 
bridge area, where some underground sewer work will be perfor- 
med by the city in conjunction with the project. 

Shoulder-widening will take place in some spots along the 
business loop, along with the curbing work at the main intersection 
downtown. 

Cost of the project is $217,000.

County To Hire 5 CETA Workers 


The County will pick up four fulltime and two part-time public 
service employees at the sheriff's department whose CISTA fun- 
ding ended March 3, 

‘The decision by the county was made at a special Board of 
Commissioners meeting held last Wednesday. 

Sheriff Joe White said three dispatchers, one clerk and two 
part-time cooks will be retained and their wages paid from April 1 
through the end of the year from revenue in the county's contingen- 
cy fund, 

Cost to fund the employees for the remainder of the year is 
$16,000, White said. 

Board Chairperson Jeannette Kitchen said the decision to fund 
the employees was made because of labor agreement requirements 
along with regulations requiring a minimum county jail staff. 

Personnel changes within the sheriff's department will result 
in some savings this year, Ms. Kitchen said, plus the fact there is 
still revenue in a departmental Jine item. Both will assist in 
providing the needed funding for the next nine months, she said. 

The only sheriff's department CETA employee not picked up 
by the county was a worker at the animal control center.

Possible Ohio Guard Pullout: Ecology vs. Economy

If published reports prove true that Ohio’s National Guard is 
considering a training site switch away from Camp Grayling, the 
impact on Crawford County would be economically dramatic in- 
deed. 

The reports, appearing in the Day City Times aiid Detroit Pree 
Press, claim Ohio may move its training location if their planned 
Air National Guard maneuvers, through a corridor that includes 
the Grayling area and other parts of Michigan and its waters, are 
blocked. 

U.S. Secretary of Defense Casper Weinberger, meanwhile, ac- 
ting on a request from Governor William Milliken, has put plans for 
the air training maneuvers on ‘hold’ until all the circumstances of 
the situation are evaluated. 

The Ohio Air National Guard had requested Federal Aviation 
Administration approval to stage high-speed, tow-level training 
flights over Michigan this summer, a plan which has met apparent 
stiff opposition from environmentalists and others who claim the 
activity would shatter the natural tranquility of Michigan’s nor- 
thern forests. The flights planned here are exercises to keep Ohio 
pilots combat-ready and involve terrain around Grayling similar to 
northern Europe, where they would likely be sent in the event of a 
military confrontation. 

When asked, Grayling Chamber of Commerce Director Duan- 
ne Swift said he was unaware of any local organized opposition, and 
speculated that residents in the Petoskey area may be the ones 
voicing disapproval of the flight plans. 

Ohio National Guard General James Clem has reportedly said 
that his state units, involving some 5000 troups who train at Camp 
Grayling, may go somewhere else next year if the air missions are 
banned in Michigan. Regardless of the outcome of the squabble 
which looms ahead, though, Ohio troops will train at Camp 
Grayling this summer, according to published reports.

Opponents to Ohio’s air plan are making a mountain out of a 
molehill, according to Lt. Cot. David “Skip” Hanson at Camp Gray- 
ling, who said the flights would have little noticeable effects. 

Little effect, that is, except to the economy of Grayling, which 
relies heavily on the influx of the thousands of troops who come 
lieie aimuually tu wait, 

Hanson said reports that flights would travel at ground levels 
as low as 100 feet are misleading and went on to explain that the 
missions would have three components, originating in Toledo, 
Ohio. 


The first involves maneuvers over the Great Lakes, where the 
A7D Corsair fighter-bombers would in fact dip to 100 feet, but only 
at those low levels over water. That completed, the aircraft would 
climb altitude and travel to the upper peninsula where they would 
engage in tactical defense maneuvers with aircraft out of K.I. 
Sawyer A.F.B, near Marquette. 

The final mission would involve strafing and bombing exer- 
cises at the air to ground range near Lovells, where the planes 
would fly at 600-800 feet, not any different than air maneuvers 
taking place there now, 

The return to Toledo would be at normal flight levels of 38,000 
feet, posing no unusual conflict with commercial and private air 
traffic, Hanson said. 

But if the environmentalists prevail and Ohio should decide to 
ground-train elsewhere, the economic impact on Grayling and 
Crawford County would be serious, Hanson said, particularly when 
you consider the following: 

* Since 1978, Ohio has sent 17,319 soldiers to train at Camp 
Grayling, averaging over 5,000 per encampment. 

+ The federal payroll for these troops during the period amoun- 
ted to $7.5 million, $2.5 million per year. 

* A 1980 Gravling Chamber of Commerce random survey of 165 
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Ohio guardsmen revealed that each of them spent an average of 
$197 while here. 

¢ This ‘‘out-of-wallet’’ expenditure amounts to $985,000 for each 
two week training period. 

* Camp Grayling’s local payroll is $3,242,794 annually, an area 
income that wouid also be affected by an Unio move, siiice. 

* Ohio contributes 95 of the 203 tactical combat vehicles curren- 
tly at the camp which are shared by all training units, Hanson said. 
If they are pulled, Camp Grayling would have no use for many of its 
Support personnel, like technicians at M.A.T.E.S., for example. 
“We would lose about 49% of our technical force,” Hanson said, 
“‘we simply would not need them.” Twenty-nine jobs would be im- 
mediately threatened. 

* Hanson said if Ohio should pull out its 95 vehicles, the camp 
would be hard-pressed to meet the needs of other state units who 
also train here since the vehicles would be unavailable to them. 

+ Add to this the multiplier impact that naturally follows and it 
isn’t hard to figure out that fewer other camp support jobs would be 
required, escalating the Crawford County unemployment rate 
which is already touching the 24% level. 

Hanson said that unfortunately (in this instance) other 
facilities around the country are available to Ohio troops should 
they decide to train elsewhere. 

Although their ground troops will train here this year, local of- 
ficials feel the long-range effect of denying Ohio the use of 
Michigan airspace would severly hamper Grayling’s chance for an 
economic turnaround. 

A final determination on air training here is not expected for 


several months, allowing plenty of time for legislators, environ- - 


mentalists and military men to wrangle over the merits and 
demerits of Ohio’s flight plan. 

Let’s hope they consider the overall effects of their decisions on 
the economy of Crawford County as well.

needs of the child to participate 
in and experience wholesome 
activities which otherwise 
would not be available; and to 
provide a continuing, stable, 
one-on-one relationship, The 
program deals with youth from 
six to sixteen years old. 

In the past year, the program 
has worked with 43 youth. There 
are currently 16 active cases, 13 
closed cases, and 14 youth are 
currently waiting te be mat- 
ched. Even those not yet match- 
ed are being served through 
continuing individual contact 
and liaison with the schools. 
The cost per child served since 
the start of the program has 
been approximately $320. This 
includes start-up costs of the 
program and should decrease 
significantly this year, 
Harringten said. 

The duties of the director in- 
clude fund raising, program 
management, public relations, 
recruitment of volunteers, 
screening and training of volun- 


teers, maintaining contact and 
support for children waiting for 
a match, and follow-up of case- 
work of current matches. 

Related costs of operation in- 
clude such things as travel ex- 
penses, office supplies, public 
relations, activities, insurance, 
phone costs, rent and filing fees. 
All funds are spent locally and 
none go for dues to national or- 
ganizations, 

Typical of the activities en- 
joyed by the adults and their 
companions are canoeing, 
camping, hiking, fishing, the 
usual recreational activities, or 
just plain heart-to-heart talks 
often needed: by the youngsters 
involved in the program. 

Both boys and girls are 
placed with adult companions 
through careful screening un- 
der professional supervision 
heretofore provided by the Sibs’ 
organization. 

Sufficient financial commit- 
ments have been made so far to 
take care of the rent for this 
year. Sibs for Kids shares an of- 
fice building with Youth Ser- 
vices and Rainbow Runaway 
Services on M-72 west. The 
organization is strongly endor- 
sed by both the Crawford Coun- 
ty Youth Services Bureau and 
Probate Court in its efforts to 
continue operations, 

Harrington said the fund 
drive will aim at a yoal of $1 per 
county —_ resident.

wishing to learn more about 
Sibs for Kids or to find out how 
contributions can be made to

The state’s “tax relief’? proposal that voters will 
decide on May 19th has a lot of impact on the state that is

Wayne, however, with 2.3 million people, is just 25 
percent of the total population of Michigan of 9.2 million. 

The cost of social services is one third of the amount 
of the annual state budget, with education coming in 
second at 29 percent. 

Meanwhile, Wayne County, which lost nearly 13 per- 
cent of its population in the decade of the 70's, actually 
gained in number of local government employees, with 
105,500 on the payroll at last count. That's where the 
major share of ‘distressed cities’ funding goes. 

The state’s ‘‘tax relief’ proposal on the May 19 
ballot will put outstate support of Detroit even more out 
of balance. . 

The plan would cut Detroit's city income tax in half 
and replace it with state revenue, to be obtained from the 
sales tax and other sources.

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A proposal for local property tax relief 
coupled with an increase in the state sales 
tax will be decided by the voters at a May 
19 special statewide election. 

Meanwhile, supporters of a modified 
Tisch tax cutting proposal immediately 
vowed they would begin a petition drive 
to get their proposal back before the 
voters at the regular November, 1982 
general election, 

The Tisch supporters in the 
Legislature unsuccessfully fought to get 
the Legislature to place their proposal 
beside the one devised by the governor 
and legislative leaders. 

Those pleas were soundly rejected in 
both the Senate and House as the gover: 
nor and legislative leaders wanted a 
single item on the special May 19 ballot. 

The so-called coalition amen- 
dment—devised by Governor William G. 
Milliken, House Speaker Bobby Crim of 
Davison, House Minority Leader William 
Bryant of Grosse Pointe, Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust of Westland and 
Senate Minority Leader Robert Van- 
derLaan of Kentwood—cileared the Legis- 
lature just hours before the midnight, 
March 19 deadline for the Legislature to 
place the question before the voters for a 
special election. 

The state constitution allows only the 
Legislature to place proposed con- 
stitutional amendment before the voters 
at an election not regularly scheduled. 

Because of this, the Tisch supporters 
attempted to combine the coalition 
amendment with the modified Tisch plan 
so they would both appear on the special 
election ballot. 

After the Legislature rejected the 
move, Tisch supporter Senator Jack Wel- 
born (R-Kalamazoo) said petitions would 
soon begin to circulate to get the proposal

on the ballot in 1982. He said he expected 
his people to be outside the polls on May 
19 asking for signatures as voters enter 
the booths to vote on the executive legis- 
lative plan. 

Welborn also said he did not expect 
the petition drive proposal to be modified 
like the one he proposed on behalf of tax 

crusader Robert Tisch. 

The modified plan would have reduced 
property tax assessments to 41 percent of 
cash value this year and then to 33 per- 
cent the next year. Currently, the con- 
stitution requires assessments to be at 50 
percent of true cash value. 

Welborn said the petitions would call 
for a 50 percent reduction in property 
taxes, identical to other Tisch proposals 
rejected by voters during the past two 
elections. 

In 1980, however, the Tisch plan 
received over 44 percent of voter approval 
while a plan similar to the one on the 
special election ballot received only 27 
percent voter approval. 

The executive/legislative proposal 
would give individuals additional local 
tax relief of almost $1 billion as local bur- 
dens are cut by 59 percent while the boost 
in sales tax would replace $797 million of 
that lost revenue. 

Property tax relief would be capped at 
$1,400 if operating millages bring in- 
dividual tax bills over $2,800 for a year. 

Additional relief and the only relief 
granted to renters, would be nrovided 
through a more liberal circuit 
breaker—granting credit against state 
income taxes for taxes or rent payments 
over 2.5 percent of household income. 

Future growth, under the proposal, 
would be limited to 6 percent of the total 
revenue received from each class of 
property.

Last week I suggested turning 
off the television occasionally 
for a family library time. This 
week I'd like to talk about what 
you can do with television when 
iLis on, 

Television has been given 
some bad names in the last few 
years by teachers, parents, and 
politicians. It has been called a 
“one eyed monster’? and a 
“vast intellectual wasteland’. 
Many times these names have 
been deserved. However, as 
parents we can begin to correct 
this problem by not looking at 
television as a desert but as a 
jungle of ideas, facts, and im- 
pressions. 

Each time kids watch tele 
vision they are hit with an aval- 
anche of information. Some of it 
is good and some of it is bad. As 
parents we want them to learn 
to watch television, especially 
commercials, with a critical 
eye, 

The first step in helping 
children develop this skill is to 
teach them to really focus on 
what they're seeing on televi- 
sion. Just looking and really 
seeing are two different things. 
If we don’t really notice what is 
in front of us, we don’t remem- 
ber it. 

Let’s focus on an example. 
You’re watching Mork and 
Mindy with your children. You 
can ask, ‘‘What do you notice 
about the setting?’ What did 

that sign say?, What do you 
notice about their clothes?, 
What else do you notice about 
Mork’s clothes?” 

As you ask questions ask your 
child to be specific and to use 
his own words to explain what 
he means. As you focus your 
child on the details of what he is 
seeing on the screen, he will in- 
erease his ability to concentrate 
for longer periods. Next week 
we will look at improving a 
child's memory using 
television.

@ one of 22 established statewide in February of 
1970 to provide classrooms with high cost 
B educational materials ‘oo expensive for in- 
¥ dividual school districts. 
Materials pooled for use by all of the schools in 
y the area include 16mm films, video tapes, slides, 
a filmstrips and overhead projection transparen- 
# cies. Keck said that each type of material is 
highly prone to damage and must be consistently 
maintained or the quality will deteriorate. 
Governor William Milliken this year cut 30 
a nercent statewide from the budget for support of 
@ the media centers, thus reducing the budgets by 
a $600,000. Keck noted that the effect on the nor- 
& thern Michigan center is $16,000. He emphasized 
oaa that ‘“‘belt tightening’ has already been in 
dam process with that major reduction. He said that 
the Governor plans to eliminate all funding next 
year and that cut will also deprive Northeastern 
schools of another $32,000 of federal matching 
money. The federal funds come from allocations 
through the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act Title IV B and are based on an even 
maintenance of effort from the local level.

Keck said that in 1980, educational films were 
sent out 24,201 times to classroom teachers in the 


REMC No. 3 area, but the uses depend totally on. 


the viewable condition of the material. He poin- 
ted out that people unfamiliar with film stock 
should recollect from viewing television that the 
films break, causing interruptions in the 
program, or they jump ail over the screen which 
indicates film damage in many cases. He said 
that once materials begin to deteriorate, unless 
funds are available for replacement, the pro- 
gram must be reduced more and more each 
year. 

Keck said that it is an unusual business 
because the demand for materials by teachers 
makes it necessary to request more funds to pur- 
chase additional visuals to supply kids in the 
classroom. He commented that the average 10 
minute color film now cost an average of $160 but 
$300 is a more realistic figure in terms of the 
generally longer title that is usually needed to 
cover a specific subject area. 

With slight variations in types of service ren- 
dered, all centers supply educational films. 
Other materials and services offered by COP in- 
clude filmstrips, video tapes, laminated 
materials, printing, large transparencies, 
graphics work, in-service education and equip- 
ment repair. 

Keck pointed out that equipment repair alone 
saves schools many thousands of dollars because 
it is done at cost. He said that the many states 
now offering a media center service have proven 
the soundness of the cooperative program, To 
cut back on funding now will mean many years 
of replacing materials to catch up and seriously 
affect the future of young people, Keck said. 

Keck concluded, ‘‘The proposed cuts in this 
field of education, unlike those in many areas, 
will have a long lasting bearing on future leader- 
ship.’’ He said, ‘‘Many generations of Americans 
will be hurt by money cutbacks today.”
